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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/24/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/24/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Thacker does not disclose a tip electrode 
extending from the distal end of a lead body, as well as a glue segment extending 
outward from the distal end of the lead body. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As seen 
in figure 6 of Thacker, there is a distal end of lead body15 shown on the smaller portion. 
Electrodes 24 and the glue segment 22 thus extend from the distal end, as they are 
included on the larger portion of lead body 15 in figure 6. The 35 USC 102(e) rejection 
of claim 12 is still considered proper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Thacker et 
al. (US 7,099,718, hereinafter Thacker). Thacker discloses a medical lead 15 with a 
lead body and a plurality of electrodes 24 extending outward from the distal tip of the 
lead body, as shown in figure 6. As further seen in figures 2 and 6, inside the tip 
electrodes is a medical adhesive that forms glue segment 22 and serves to affix the tip 
electrodes to the treatment site (see column 6). Glue segment 22 is inside the tip 
electrode, and as such is inherently encapsulated within a biocompatible capsule, since 
the electrodes are biocompatible, and encapsulates the medical adhesive, as shown in 
figure 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 , 3-7, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 8, 20, 21 , 23, 24, 26-28, and 30-36 are allowable over 
the prior art of record.
